Police Warning Stills 
Belle Haven ‘Parties’ 


Belle Haven area residents who | 
believe. in noisy, boisterous and 
late parties have been warned that | 
their activities will result in court 
action, and the-warning has appar- 
ently paid off. 

So declared Police Chief George 
Potter yesterday, after evaluating 
a letter sent by the Belle Haven 
Mutual Improvement Association 
to the Menio Park City Council. 

The letter, signed by Joseph R. 
Jackson, said that ‘conditions 
have improved 90 per cent’ in the 
past two weeks. 


Chief Potter explained that law! 
enforcement has always been 
stringent in the Belle Haven area 
and that recently, a special corps 
of officers was assigned to the dis- 
trict. 

Most of the complaints receiv- 
ed from Belle Haven have con- 
cerned domestic fights or noisy 
parties. These are. difficult to 
control legally. 


Police Hold 
‘Gardener’ 
Of Marijuana 


Melvin C. Kunkel, 20, who is ac- 
cused of having planted 19 mari- 
juana plants in the back yard of | 
his mother’s residence at 656 Col- | 
lege avenue, is to be arraigned | 
Friday in San Mateo County muni- 
cipal court, having been formally 
arrested Monday. 

The formal arrest wasn’t hard 
to make. Kunkel had just finished | 
a sentence in Santa Clara County 
jail, where he was held for 30 days 
in lieu of payment of traffic fines 
and .was handed over to Menlo 
Park police. 

Since raising marijuana is a fel- 
ony, police said here, Kunkel was 
not allowed to enter a plea Mon- 
day. A public defender was ap- 
pointed in his behalf. 

Police were called to the “Kun- 
kel home a week ago Saturday. af- | 
ter Kunkel had told his mother to 
“let those plants in the back yarc | 
dié.” Mrs. Kunkel became suspici- 
ous and called police. 

In an earlier statement to offi- 
cers, the youth admitted he had 
originally set out 19 plants, but by | 
the time police arrived only 13 re-| 
mained above ground. | 

Mrs. Kunkel said her son had 
beén careful in keeping the plants | 
cultivated and watered, before be- | 
ing taken to jail on the traffic 
charges.

“Next, other officers have beei 
assigned to special weekend pa 
trols, often staying on the job un 
til after 3 a.m. to make sure ob 
jectionable parties don’t get stari 
ed.” 

The chief said that, in the case 
of parties, present policy calls fo 
rigid patrols, and warnings b: 
police before any of them becomc 
over-obstreperous. 

“If we see a large number o 
autos parked in the same area 
and tell one of the party’s patron 
that loud noises won’t be toler 
ated, we usually get cooperation,’ 
he explained. 

Chief Potter said he felt th 
first letter by the residents’ associ 
ation didn’t constitute an intima 
tion that police efficiency was lov, 
in the Belle Haven area, but rathei 
that it needed a slight change in 
emphasis:

How Much Help Can You Get 
Without Restrictions, Too? 


One of the traditionally popular cries which are raised when- 
ever a social, economic or political problem becomes onerous is 
the one that goes, “Why doesn’t somebody do something?” 


The cry is raised in regard to school classroom shortages, 
segregation, overcrowded jails, narrow streets, poor lights at ball 
parks, inadequate housing, low prices for hogs, the price of tea 
in China, the neighbor’s children, or any problem you can name 
but don’t want to have to take care of yourself. 


The “somebody” who hears most of these complaints is a 
political functionary. And the biggest problems are palmed off 
on the biggest political agencies. 

Theoretically, that’s why governments on all levels — local, 
county, state and national — were sect up. Problems too burden- 
some for any individual to handle, or so common to all members 
of the community that it’s calculated all should participate in 
taking care of them, logically fell to the town. 


Larger problems affecting greater areas and more people 
and requiring coordinated action or a longer view naturally 
*' fall to the county or state governments. 


And beyond this there are the problems of common defense 
; and the preservation of basic liberties, which fall to the federal 


government. ey 


In recent years, certainly, the numbers of problems which all 
these agencies have been called upon to solve, have grown in 
number. ; 

Not only ‘that, problems which once seemed small and local 
seem to have grown in proportion and scope. For instance, the 
Los Angeles water problem is now a state problem, and the short- 
age of school rooms seems to be sufficiently common to all areas 
of the country that it’s often discussed as a “national” problem in 
spite of the fact that most public elementary schools are operated 
by locally-elected school boards. 

Along with this, the number of people employed by city, 
county, state and federal governments has grown, These people 
were put on the payroll to help work out public problems and 
there are even groups to work out the problems of the problem- 
solvers, nowadays. 

The tendency therefore seems to be to refer to the next level 
higher up when a particularly knotty problem shows up. 

There scems to be a feeling that the bigger the agency, the 
more capable it is of solving problems. 

Thus many people are beginning to feel that the state and 
federal governments should take an active role in solving the 
school shortage problem. 

There's only one trouble: When any political agenc y 
does something, it exacts as a price a measure of control. 


( 


This happens on all levels: For fixing the hole in the street 
in front of your house, your city government reserves the right to 
levy taxes; the police will protect you, for another share of your 
income, but you have to abide by the law yourself, and so on 
until the very top, wherein the federal government gets about 
20 per cent of the average pay check because it protects all of us 
from foreign encroachments and personal slavery. 

There's a theory that the bigger a public agency is, the 
more efficient it can be handling minor problems. 
This is a fiction. 

As any employee in any public or private enterprise knows, 

the more men he has under him and the more responsibility he 


assumes, the more he is worth to the boss and therefore, the 
bigger his pack check. 
: On the federal level, ther’s tendency for just about every- 


+ body to make himself more and more important by assuming new 

functions, getting more employees into the bureaucracy under 

him and generally becoming more and more indispensable. This 

is not bad, it’s good; it shows a praiseworthy ambition. But more 

control of the individual citizen is the inevitable result. 

\ The same is true on the state level. 

| Only on the local level, where the public employees 
are your friends and neighbors and where the elected boards 
that tell them what to do are in close touch with the com- 
munity as well as the agency they operate, can supervision be 
close enough to assure that the greatest possible economy is 
observed.

It didn’t take the board of 
supervisors long to find the; 
$60,000 needed for the county’s 
participation in the San Francis-: 
quito creek drainage-flood control 
district. Cooperating with Santa 
Clara county, board members 
grabbed off the needed cash to 
meet higher than estimated costs 
from a street project in the north 
end of the county. 


The present new budget con- 
tained an item of $65,000 for the 
87th avenue improvements in 


S. Wilson explained to the board 
that although preliminary plans 
had been approved, actual work-| 
ing drawings could not be com- 
pleted until early in the spring. 

As a result the work could not| 
be started until another budget} 
becomes effective. Board mem- 
bers, acting on a motion by Super- 

visor Thomas Callan of the north 
county area, approved the trans- 
fer of $60,000, to the creek project, | 
leaving $5000 on the avenue pro- 
ject to pay engineering costs. 

It was made certain, however, 
that the board would include 
the money in the next budget 
so the important project is not 
being sidestepped. 

The San Francisquito creek job 
will make the residents of the 
lowlands east of Bayshore at the 
southern tip of the county happy. 
Through widening and new levee 
work it is thought that all flood 
damage will be a thing of the past. 
On more than one occasion resi- 
dents have been forced to grab 
upon a few personal belongings 
to escape the rampaging flood 
waters. 

Damage has run into the thou- 
sands of dollars, in addition to 
periling the lives of many. If the

San Mateo county hopes to 
have another park site soon, the 
beautiful Sam MacDonald prop- 
erty near La Honda, but even 
if acquired, it may be several 
years before it can be developed. 
This year’s budget contains 
$294,673 for developing park and 
recreation areas, set up under 
an established five-year plan. 
Large items in improvements is 
$102,000 for Coyote Park near 
San Mateo which already has 
become one of the most popular 
playgrounds on the Peninsula. 
With boating becoming more 

popular by the day, it is wise that 
the county concentrate on that 
area. Other park sites-are now 
being slighted, however. Budgeted 
is $11,250 for barbecue pits at sev- 
eral park sites, $71,800 for road 
work at parks, $65,300 for rest 
rooms and structures, and $14,300 
for water exploration and develop- 
ment. 


As we watch the Coyote Point 
project go forward, we regret the 
slow development of Redwood 
City’s small boat harbor. 

While a bond issue to be voted 
on in November may provide 
some funds for the local work, 
there seems to be no way in which 
an actual master plan can be 
taken and followed to completion. 

Lack of funds is the only ob- 
stacle. The county cannot con- 
tribute a penny to the project 
which is within the city limits of 
Redwood City although as many 
boat owners from surrounding 
towns use the facilities as much as 
local people. It is not likely that 
a south county district fashioned 
on the order of the garbage dis- 
posal district could be formed for 
such purposes. 

It will take about a quarter 
million dollars, or maybe more, 
to really bring the local harbor 
up to its possibilities. Everyone 
agrees that it has the finest— | 
or calmest—waters and the best 
wind conditions on the Penin- 
sula side of the bay. 

So with county funds ruled out 
by the supervisors, the only thing | 
that remains is for Redwood City 
to vote bonds. | 

That is unless the boating en-| 
thusiasts of San Carlos, Menlo} 
Park, Woodside and other areas| 
can convince their local authori-| 
provide the finest bay recreation | 
area on the Peninsula.

Your Garden: 
Dutch Iris 


‘[s Often 
Overlooked 


A real Dutch treat that is often 
overlcoked in the fall rush to plant 


tulips and daffodils is the many. | 
Its orchid-like 


faced Dutch iris. 


blooms come on tall stems and are 


the best of all irises for cutting. 


In addition, the bulbs are inex- | 
pensive and give you more bloom | 


per penny than most of the more 
widely known spring blooming 
bulbs. 

Area nurserymen report that 
shipments of these bulbs are ar- 


riving at nurseries now and will | 
be available through the coming | 
weeks. They should be set out ear | 


ly, as they like to push up thei 


tops in late fall or early winter | 


far in advance of their bloom. 
WIDE COLOR RANGE 
The color range of Dutch iris is 


wide, ranging through many blues | 


whites, yellows and bronzes. Mans 
of th most striking are bi-colors 
combinations of the above. Fo: 
best effect, plant them in clump 
of one‘variety. Space the bulb 
three to six inches apart in eac' 
clump and cover them with three 
inches of soil. A’sunny location i 
best. 

While some bulb irises toler- 
ate constant mo‘sture, these are 
not the ones, Like their bearded 
relatives, the Dutch irises resent 
wet feet, so beware of water- 
logged areas in your garden 
when you plant. 

Actually, if possible, they like 
a good drying out after bloon 
when the foliage is dying off. Thi 
trait qualifies them for out of thi 
way places that are often over 
looked in the summer waterin; 
schedule. 

WATCH FOLIAGE 

Foliage is not the Duteh iris’ 
greatest attraction. It is reed-lik« 
and floppy—not unpleasant, but 
definitely better when  plante 
behind a foreground of low grow 
ing shrubs or annuals that wii 
hide it. Be sure the foregrounc 
planting isn’t too high, howeve: 
You wont’ want anything to inter 
fere with this Dutch treat when i 
comes into bloom. 
GARDENER’S CHECKLIST 

1. There’s still time to set free 
sias out, though you'll have t 
hurry. They don’t like staying ou 
of the ground as long as othe:
